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Court Watching: 


Preliminary exam under way in 
Egypt Covington murder case

The live preliminary exam for three 
defendants in the June 22, 1917 murder of 
Egypt Covington in Van Buren Township 
began Monday morning before 34" District 
Court Judge Tina Brooks Green. 

The preliminary exam was scheduled for 
March 22, 23, and 25. At the end, Judge 
Green will decide whether there is cause 
to bind any, or all, of them over to circuit 
court for trial. 

Present in the courtroom on Monday 
were defendants Timothy Eugene Moore, 
Shandon R Groom, Shane Lamar Evans and 
their attorneys, two prosecutors, Officer in 
Charge Michigan State Police Det./Sgt. 
Plummer, two court officers, the judge and 
her clerk, and witnesses who were brought 
one by one into the courtroom by way of 
the jury room. Masks were worn, plastic 
barricades had been erected, and people 
were staying as far apart as they could. 

Wayne County Assistant Prosecutor 
Victoria Shackelford said she expected to 
call 16 witnesses for the exam. 

Watching the exam via YouTube on 
Monday morning were 468 people. 

Joe Stafford 

Joe Stafford, 55, a resident of Georgia, 
was before Judge Michael J. Gerou at 35" 
District Court in Plymouth on Friday via 
Zoom from the Wayne County Jail to face 
a charge of robbing the Chase bank on 
Michigan Avenue in Canton Township on 
Nov. 5. 

His court-appointed attorney Samuel 
Churikian said his client wished to waive 
his preliminary exam and Stafford was 
bound over to Wayne County Circuit Court 
at the Frank Murphy Hall of Justice for an 
arraignment on the information on March 
26. 

Stafford’s bond had been set at 
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$250,000/10% by Judge Gerou. 

Stafford has been incarcerated since his 
arrest on Nov. 7 in Belleville for robbing the 
Chase bank on Main Street. On March 3 he 
waived a preliminary exam on that charge 
at 34" District Court and his arraignment 
on the information was held March 10 at 
Frank Murphy Hall of Justice. 

A calendar conference was set for March 
31 before Circuit Court Judge Kelly 
Ramsey. 

Stafford’s bond for the Belleville robbery 
charge was set at $10,000/10%. 

Lamarcus Anderson-Campbell 

Lamarcus Anderson Antwan Anderson- 
Campbell of Toledo had his probable cause 
conference on a charge of first-degree retail 
fraud on March 6 in Van Buren Township 
adjourned until April 14. Defense attorney 
Natalie Phelps said she has not received the 
digital discovery yet from the Van Buren 
Township Police. 

Andre Harris 

Andre Harris of Detroit had his probable 
cause conference adjourned until April 
21 on charges of deliver/manufacture 
controlled substance (schedule 1,2,3 
except marijuana and cocaine) and 
deliver/manufacture controlled substance 
(schedule 4) on Dec. 3, 2009 in Van Buren 
Township. Judge Oakley arraigned him on 
this old case and set his personal bond at 
$5,000. Defense attorney Brandy Robinson 
of Neighborhood Defender Service said 
she has received no discovery yet. 

Kaprice Daney Parker 

Kaprice Daney Parker of Westland was 
scheduled for a preliminary exam on March 
17 on a charge of breaking and entering a 
vehicle with damage to vehicle on Aug. 10, 
2019 in Van Buren Township. 

Wayne County Assistant Prosecutor Jane 
Gillis said after reading the report she made

District Library board approves 
new library logo, OKs art pieces

A 40-pound, 4’x8’ wrapped canvas 
painted in the style of Jackson Pollock will 
be hung on hooks on a white wall across 
from the Atchinson sign in the atrium of 
the new Belleville Area District Library. 

At the March 9 Zoom meeting of the 
district library board, Art Committee 
chairperson Michele Montour explained 
to the board that it would be a compliment 
to the colors there and it would create 
discussion. 

Montour said Sheena Barnes is willing 
to loan the painting to the library for up to 
five years. 

“She’s from Sumpter Township and the 
painting is valued at $60,000,” Montour 
said. “She would take the risk financially if 
anything happened to it.” 

“It’s festive. I don’t see it as controversial. 
It’s ‘in the style of’ Jackson Pollock and 
patrons would investigate who he was,” 
Montour said. 


“We are thankful for her generosity,” 
said board chairperson Sharon Peters. “It 
is the community’s building ... How it is 
decorated is really important.” 

“T know Sheena, too,” said Joy Cichewicz. 
“This would be a nice piece to set off this 
area.” 

“T think it will be a lovely addition,” said 
treasurer Tanya Stoudemire. 

Library director Mary Jo Suchy said there 
is a general consensus to move forward 
and a vote is not necessary. 

“This is the report from our committee 
and this board decides what to do,” 
Montour said. 

Montour also presented pictures of 
carved wooden wildlife sculptures created 
by Howard Puchalsky which have been 
offered as a donation. Suchy said some 
of the sculptures would be helpful for 
programs in the kids’ room for storytimes. 

“He has fish, ducks, a bear, a collection 
of items,” Montour said. “My suggestion

VBT approves $150,000 for new museum addition

A plan to construct a glass enclosure 
to connect the separate Belleville Area 
Museum and the decommissioned Van 
Buren Fire Station #1 in the city of 
Belleville was approved on a 6-1 vote at 
the March 16 meeting of the Van Buren 
Township Board of Trustees via Zoom. 

The vote was to transfer $150,000 from the 
township fund balance to the 2021 Building 
and Grounds Capital fund in addition with 
approval to move forward with developing 
construction documents to bid. 

Museum Director Katie Dallos, under 
direction of the Belleville Area Historical 
Society, applied for a mini grant from the 
Michigan Council for Arts and Cultural 
Affairs for a glass enclosure to connect 
the historic museum building, at 405 Main 
St., with the fire station behind it, where 
museum archives are now stored. 

Dallos did not participate in the meeting. 
She is on furlough due to COVID-19 and 
the museum is closed. 

In the grant application, Dallos wrote 
the “project is important to ensure the 
safety of our staff and guests, especially 
those with disabilities’ when traveling 
from the museum to the archives. “This 
connection will also create exhibit space 
for our community-beloved 1909 Buggy 
and 1919 Model T, donated by former local 
physician, Dr. Herbert J. Robb.” 

The Historical Society approved the 
application on March 14, 2019 and 
MCACA awarded the project $25,000 with 
a mandatory project completion date in 
September 2021. 

The original cost estimate that was 
completed in 2018 came in at $108,100. 

Elizabeth Renaud, executive assistant 
for the Public Services Department, said 
staff is requesting $150,000 be put into 
the Building and Grounds budget. The 
township will be reimbursed $25,000 from 
MCACA upon completion of the project, 
she said. 

She said Dallos’ original proposal include 
replacement of the garage doors on the 
former fire hall and during the waiting, the 
township already replaced them. 


Trustee Reggie Miller voted against the 
expenditure. 

“The amount is exorbitant,’ Trustee 
Miller said of the $150,000 being approved. 
She said Dallos went for a $50,000 grant 
originally, with the township going to 
match that amount. 

Miller said the $150,000 is too much for 
the number of people who would use it. 

Trustee Sherry Frazier said she would like 
more accountability. 

Supervisor Kevin McNamara said the 
project probably will cost less. 

In other business at the March 16 meeting, 
the board: 

e Approved the second (final) reading of 
Ordinance 03-02-21 (1), a local littering 
ordinance based on the state littering 
ordinance; 

e Removed from the agenda two items 
put on by the Water and Sewer Department 
because Director James Taylor said 
the necessary backup material was not 
attached in the board packet as he wanted 


them to be. The items were a proposal for 
Fishbeck Engineering to complete a Risk 
and Resiliency Report at a cost of $25,800 
and a five-year contract with Hydro Corp., 
Inc. to continue to provide inspection and 
services for enforcement of the mandated 
Cross Connection Control program as it 
relates to backflow prevention devices. The 
two items are expected to be placed on the 
next agenda for consideration; 

e Approved two contracts putting the 
$7.7 million Community Center proposal 
into gear although details have not yet 
been approved. Currently plans are to start 
construction in the spring of 2022 and open 
in 2023. Owner Representation Services 
will come from Plante Moran CRESA 
at a cost of $240,000. Design Services 
will come from Neumann Smith at a cost 
of $417,000. The total is $657,000 and it 
would be transferred from the township’s 
fund balance. If it is decided to cancel the 
Community Center project, the contracts 
can be canceled and the township would 


only pay for the work done that far. Public 
Services Director Matthew Best said the 
Community Center would be the biggest 
project for the township since the water 
tower; 

e Discussed when the township hall 
might reopen and meetings might be in 
person again, which will be based on state 
restrictions. Clerk Leon Wright said he was 
afraid of the “variants floating out there”; 

e Heard Clerk Wright say the township 
is doing 56 projects at the moment and in 
2016 he said the board has the potential to 
do great things, if they put politics aside 
and talk to each other like they should. 
“This shows what you can do when you 
work together,” Clerk Wright said; 

e Heard Supervisor McNamara agree, 
saying he has studied the 2016 budget 
when the township had $10 million to $12 
million and every single year the township 
had more. “Visteon is in our tail lights” he 
said and, “we are getting a lot of grants”; 
and 

e Discussed at length what to do 
about repairing sidewalks in Haggerty 
Subdivision before Trustee Miller pointed 
out this wasn’t on the agenda. She said she 
talked to concerned citizens and told them it 
wasn’t on this night’s agenda and it’s unfair 
to the residents to continue the discussion. 
During the discussion board members 
considered three choices: Do nothing, put 
together a special assessment district for 
the whole subdivision and have everyone 
pay for repairs, or issue orders saying the 
sidewalk in front of your house needs to be 
fixed and give them a date it needs to be 
done or the township will do it and put it on 
their taxes. Board members agreed options 
#1 and #2 were not feasible; 

e Heard Clerk Wright announce the 
township offices will be closed April 2 for 
Good Friday; and 

e Heard Supervisor McNamara say a 
letter came to Fire Chief David MclInally 
commending two fire fighters for freeing 
a dachshund named “Oscar Mayer” who 
was caught under a new power chair. The 
dog was rescued by Capt. Ken Floro and 
Firefighter Bowman. 


School Board agrees it’s too early for sinking fund renewal election

At Monday’s regular meeting of the Van 
Buren Public Schools Board of Education, 
the first in-person meeting for several 
months, the board informally decided that 
this November was too early to hold the 
proposed sinking fund renewal election. 

At the last meeting of the board, School 


Supt. Pete Kudlak explained why the 
election needed to be this November, to 
give the board a chance to run another 
election if the first one failed. 

On Monday, Supt. Kudlak said they 
were supposed to decide what language 
to put on the ballot at that meeting, but 
the district’s law firm questioned why he 
wanted it so early. The election could be 


held in November 2022 or even the spring 
of 2023 without losing anything, since the 
millage runs through the end of 2022. 

Kudlak said it was noted that they would 
have two sinking funds at once, if the 
renewal passed, but they could only levy 
the highest millage. 

“If we wait for another year, we would 
still have two chances,” Kudlak said. “I 


was a little over-eager.” 

Board president Amy Pearce said nothing 
else is on the November election at this 
point and the school district would have to 
pay for the election. 

“We need to stick to the half-mill for 
seven years that we promised the voters,” 
she said.

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Many veterans unaware 
of benefits, services 


To the editor: 

When members of the armed forces 
transition back to civilian life, there are 
over 70 benefits and services for which they 
are entitled. Over 23% of eligible veterans 
are completely unaware that these benefits 
or services exist. Some of the most under- 
utilized include life insurance, home loans, 
retirement plans, free tax preparation, and 
death benefits, including free headstones or 
grave markers. 

Representative Kyra Bolden of Southfield 
presented a bill to the Michigan House in 
2019, which would form a committee of 
people from both the Department of Health 
and Human Services and Veterans Affairs 
to organize an initiative called “Ask the 
Question.” This initiative would require 
doctors and other healthcare providers, 
DHHS personnel, educators, social service 
staff and both public and non-profit agency 
personnel to ask the question to every new 
client they see: “Have you or a family 
member ever served in the military?” If 
someone answers yes, then that person 
would be provided with a phone number 
to call and a brochure with information 
to help them find out more about what 
benefits or services might be available to 
them.

Ordinance officer should 
submit written reports 


To the editor: 

Belleville Independent newspaper, March 
18, 2021: The Sumpter Board of Trustees 
approved the hiring of a second ordinance 
officer at $49,566, plus benefits? When 
we already have another ordinance officer 
making over $60,000? This amounts to 
$110,000-plus a year of taxpayer dollars. 
The board that is going to interview the new 
ordinance officer is made up of Supervisor 
Bowman, LaPorte, Luke, Toth and Deputy 
Supervisor Cole. 

This mess, as it refers to the blight/trash, 
has been on going for many years. There 
have been at least two or three previous 
ordinance officers. Why were they not 
tasked to do their jobs? 

If they had, the township would not be 
overrun in many places with blight and 
trash. It’s not your fault, Mr. Bowman. It’s 
former Supervisor John Morgan’s and his 
board’s fault of which LaPorte was a part. 
I read that you have Luke,Toth, LaPorte 
on this new interview board. To my 
knowledge, none have ever acknowledged 
our blight problems in a public board 
meeting. Neither has any other board 
member. 

These three have been involved with 
Sumpter Township for many years. 
These three have driven in and out of the 
township municipal building property 
probably dozens of times and if they have 
not seen that horrible mess across the street 
and around the township, as well, they 
really don’t or didn’t care about how the 
township looks. If they did, we would not 
be having this conversation. Many people 
have beautiful homes and well-kept-up 
property. Your home, whether new or old, 
is your most prized possession.

Allegedly, if the police 
had been over-seeing and demanding the 
former ordinance officers and the present 
one had been doing what he and they were 
paid to do we would not be having this 
conversation. 

It’s clear they needed, and Gregory 
needs, supervision. We don’t need four or 
five years to clean up this mess. One year 
could do the job. If everyone is committed, 
it would save us taxpayers thousands of 
dollars a year. Allegedly, Gregory’s police 
supervisors don’t even live in Sumpter 
Township, MI, so why should they care? 

Gregory has been on the job for about 
four years and you say he is overwhelmed. 
That is questionable. Allegedly, he picks 
and chooses who to sanction. If that is so, 
it should stop immediately.

Deputy Mytych, who wrote the citation, 
said that craft have to stay more than 
100 feet from anchored boats and Sellers 
didn’t, making a large wake and cutting in 
and out. 

Sellers said the pontoons did not appear 
to be anchored and they had no anchor 
lights. Deputy Mytych said anchor lights 
are only required after dusk and it wasn’t 
after dusk. 

“T’m a very safe boater,” Sellers testified. 
He said he has been on Belleville Lake 
for ten years and he knows the rules. He 


told how he had been out on the lake all 
day with his family wake-boarding and 
went to Sandy’s Marina for fuel before 
heading west again. Boats were gathering 
for the fireworks. His daughter was wake- 
boarding and he explained in detail how 
he had to make sure his daughter was not 
injured and he went back to get her. 

He said it was a dangerous situation and 
the boats shouldn’t have been gathering 
that early for the 10 p.m. fireworks and 
creating a traffic jam. 

Judge Martin said she listened to the 
testimony of the officers and Sellers. She 
found Sellers responsible and fined him 
$80. He asked if this brought points on his 
driving record and he was told there are no 
points for violation of the Marine Safety 
Act on the water. 

Gene Laroy Carrier, Jr. 

Gene Laroy Carrier, Jr., 59, of Van Buren 
Township was before Judge Martin by 
Zoom for his probable cause conference 
on March 3. His attorney Scott Weinberg 
asked the judge to adjourn the probable 
cause conference and she set the adjourned 
conference for 9:40 a.m., March 24, before 
Judge Green. 

Carrier is facing a charge of assault with 
a dangerous weapon (felonious assault) on 
Oct. 27 in the city of Belleville.

James Forrest Chapman, 61, who lists a 
Belleville Post Office box as his address, at 
a March 18 pretrial appearance by phone 
asked Judge Oakley for a jury trial on a 
misdemeanor charge of being a disorderly 
person at 2:22 p.m., Jan. 30, in the city of 
Belleville. 

Belleville Prosecutor Shone Nolan had 
offered Chapman a plea deal, where if he 
pled guilty to the charge there would be a 
six-month delay in sentencing. If he stayed 
out of trouble and had no further arrests 
this charge would be dismissed. 

“TIl give a counter-offer,” Chapman 
replied, saying the charge ought to be 
dismissed. 

“I was at the breaker box identifying a 
blown circuit, nowhere in public,” he said. 
“Any power intermission was momentary. 
There was no criminal intent.” 

Chapman asked for a live jury trial. 

Prosecutor Nolan said the Belleville 
police report reads differently, so they can 
go to trial. 

Judge Oakley said the court is not setting 
jury dates yet, but he will put this case on 
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the list. 
“You can leave it hanging until COVID is 
over,” Chapman said. 

Judge Oakley asked if Chapman was 
proceeding without benefit of counsel and 
Chapman replied that once they get the 
court date he will avail himself of a court- 
appointed attorney. 

Judge Oakley said the court policy is 
to set another pretrial once the trial is set 
and, “I have no idea when that will be.” He 
estimated it would be at least a month until 
they start setting dates. 

Marcus Dewayne Hopkins 
Marcus Dewayne Hopkins, 33, of 
Ypsilanti was arraigned by Judge Martin on 
Friday by video after he was picked up by 
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the Michigan State Police on warrants and 
held at the Romulus Police Department. 

His bond was set at $5,000/10% by Judge 
Martin and a probable cause conference 
set for March 31 before Judge Green 
for four charges from April 2, 2020 in 
Sumpter Township: controlled substance 
delivery / manufacture-methamphetamine; 
controlled substance - deliver/manufacture 
narcotic or cocaine less than 50 grams; 
fleeing police in a vehicle; and assaulting / 
resisting / obstructing a police officer. 

He also was arraigned on four charges 
from Sept. 16, 2017 brought through the 
Michigan State Police for identity theft, 
forgery of license documents/plates, 
driving while license suspended / revoked 
/ denied — 2™, and operating without 
security. 

Bond on those charges was set by Judge 
Martin at $5,000 personal and the probable 
cause conference will also be held March 
31 before Judge Green.

Judge Green counsels 
neighbors to get along 
on Fret Road in VBT

On Friday, 34" District Court Judge Tina 
Brooks Green presided over a bench trial and 
found Jerold McDaniel, 71, of Van Buren 
Township, not guilty of the misdemeanor 
charge of disorderly person. 

The complaining witness was a neighbor 
who lived three houses down on Fret Road, 
Edward Conrad, who called police after 
an incident at 2:30 p.m. Oct. 11. It had to 
do with McDaniel’s grandson revving the 
engine of his pickup truck in front of 
Conrad’s home and doing a “holeshot.” 
Conrad said he saw the pickup drive into 
McDaniel’s yard and so he drove down the 
road and stopped briefly to take a picture to 
prove where it went. 

Testimony showed McDaniel drove down 
to Conrad’s house, stopped in the road, and 
blew his horn to get Conrad to come out. 

Conrad recorded the yelling back and 
forth. He called police. Prosecutor Angela 
Mannarino said he had called police on 
McDaniel about 20 times and there was 
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possibly one other prosecution. 

Prosecutor Mannarino played the video 
with yelling and profanities from both sides 
heard. 

While Conrad suggested McDaniel 
may have been drunk, testimony showed 
McDaniel did not drink and the slurring of 
words was due to a medical condition. 

Judge Green asked what exactly was 
the basis for the disorderly charge and 
Mannarino said it was the honking and 
yelling. The charge was not for obscenities, 
she said. 

Defense attorney Jeff Bowdich pointed out 
there was nobody else there at the time of 
this confrontation and while the two were 
yelling back and forth there was nobody 
else there to hear them. Thus, it didn’t reach 
the level of breach of public peace, he said, 
because there was no public. 

McDaniel said he drove and stopped in the 
road in front of Conrad’s house and honked 
the horn to get his attention. He wanted to 
ask him what his problem was, he testified. 

Bowdich’s second witness was Tim 
Roberts of Martinsville Road who had 
stopped at McDaniel’s house while walking 
his service dog. Judge Green questioned 
his background and Roberts said he had an 
80% head-injury disability from serving in 
the U.S. Army and also PTSD. Judge Green 
thanked him for his service. 

Roberts said two years earlier he moved 
here from Ohio, since his wife wanted to 
come back home. He said McDaniel stopped 
to see him and told him if he ever needed 
anything to “just holler.” He testified he has 
never seen McDaniel upset. He left before 
McDaniel got in his truck to go see Conrad. 

He testified Conrad wasn’t just taking 
pictures and he stopped in front of 
McDaniel’s house and started yelling at 
McDaniel. Roberts testified Conrad told 
McDaniel he couldn’t blow his leaves 
across the “blanking” road, although there 
is nothing there, and McDaniel said to mind 
his “blanking” business. 

“He sped off, doing a rapid shot,” Roberts 
said. “He did a holeshot.” 

Prosecutor Mannarino summed up the 
charge as McDaniel being in the roadway 
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yelling at Conrad, which was disorderly. 
Bowdich repeated it couldn’t be a breach of 
public peace because there was no public. 

“He admitted he raised his voice,” Judge 
Green said of McDaniel, “and they both had 
foul language. The first I heard swear was 
your witness,” referring to Conrad. 

Judge Green said police were called in 
excess of 20 times, where possibly one was 
charged. McDaniel probably had enough of 
the police being called. 

Bowdich said Conrad was sitting in front 
of Mr. McDaniel’s house yelling and the 
public was in Mr. McDaniel’s yard, not his. 
Bowdich had told Judge Green he had three 
witnesses he could call to prove that. 

“The court listened to the testimony and 
I’m struggling with it,’ Judge Green said. 
“We have to look at it in its totality. I don’t 
know if Mr. McDaniel rises to disorderly 
and both were screaming at each other 
alone. I believe Mr. Roberts’ testimony. He 
has no reason to lie.” 

Judge Green said this is distressing to her 
that these neighbors are not living in peace. 
One feels he has to call the police and the 
police keep coming. The neighbors had a 
complete breakdown, she said. 

The prosecution has not met the burden of 
proof and I find him not guilty. 

“Mr. McDaniel, do not go to Mr. Conrad’s 
house again,” Judge Green said. “This 
situation has volatility that worries me. I 
don’t want this escalating more.” 

It was noted the trouble has been with the 
grandson and this has been going on for a 
long time. 

Judge Green wondered if something else 
couldn’t be done, mediation wise. 

Prosecutor Mannarino said it’s 55 mph 
through there, technically, since it isn’t 
posted. It’s a dirt road and most roads are 
pot-holey, she said. 

“Whether it’s the grandson or his friends, 
if that behavior could come down, that 
would help a lot,” Mannarino said. 

“I will pass along the court’s message,” 
Bowdich said. 

Judge Green asked if here had been no 
more incidents since October and Conrad 
replied, “It’s been nice.” 

Judge Green said if the grandson is not 
staying with McDaniel any more, that helps. 

“This is pretty serious stuff,’ Conrad 
insisted. “I don’t have anything against 
you,” he said to McDaniel. 

“Just leave me alone,’ McDaniel said.

“We could collect the larger sum earlier,” 
Kudlak said, presuming the board would 
vote to levy more than the half-mill. 

Secretary Darlene Gerick said people have 
been suffering through the pandemic and she 
would like them to wait until the economy is 
better before voting for a millage. 

“No need to do anything,” said Kudlak, 
replying to boardmembers who asked if they 
should vote on this decision. 

In other business at Monday’s hour-long 
public meeting, the board: 

e Reinstated a policy that board members 
have to be present to vote, which was 
rescinded during the time the board held 
virtual meetings; 

e Held a Pre-Labor Day Waiver Hearing 
and then heard the state representative on- 
line grant the three-year waiver to allow the 
district to start classes before Labor Day, 
if desired. Curriculum Director Jeff Moore 
had explained that the district takes part in 
Early College programs at Eastern Michigan 
University, Wayne County Community 
College, and Washtenaw Community 
College, as well as classes at William 
D. Ford Career and Technical Education 
Center, and all those classes generally 
begin before Labor Day. Students in those 
programs — about 222 in all -- would miss 
out on the first days of classes, putting 
them at a disadvantage, if the VBPS district 
started after Labor Day. Kudlak said they 
are considering starting local classes on 
Aug. 30 or 31; 

e Heard Robert Kokoczki of Plante Moran 
CRESA give an overview of the bids that 
came in for 77 different kinds of pieces 
of furniture for the new Early Childhood 
Development Center. A vote will be taken 
at the next meeting. Two companies — NBS 
and ISCG - are both recommended to 
supply what is needed. Kokoczki said the 
original budget for furniture was $422,500 
and the prices came in just shy of $360,000, 
so voluntary alternates could be added that 
brings the total to $396,000, still $27,000 
under budget; 

e Heard Kokoczki also recommend 
Capricorn Diversified Systems as the 
lowest responsible bidder at $59,997, for 
the Structural Cabling purchase for the 
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new Early Childhood Development Center. 
The cabling is for all the data drops in the 
center, including computers, phones, etc. 
and cameras and other things outside of 
the classrooms. “It’s everything we need 
to provide up-to-date services,” said Sean 
Garland, district IT person; 

e Approved accepting the bid of $42,633 
from Sentinel Technologies as part of the 
E-rate grant application. This is to cover 
a portion of the costs to purchase Cisco 
switches, a voice router and wireless 
access points along with configuration 
and installation for the Early Childhood 
Development Center. Garland said the grant 
could cover up to 80% of the project, except 
for equipment that would support tuition- 
based programs in the building. Once there 
is a determination it will come back to the 
board; 

e Approved the 2021-22 purchase of 
six school buses for a total of $669,566, 
as presented by Financial Director Sara 
Cortese. The buses will be delivered this 
fall. Two are special-education, lift buses 
and four are regular buses. These are being 
ordered now because there is an expected 
price increase with orders placed after April 
1, Cortese said; 

e Approved the employment of Meagan 
Nystrom as a GSRP teacher at Haggerty 
ECDC as of April 5; and approved the 
termination of plant operations employee 
Dawn Linton on March 9 after less than one 
year of service; 

e Was introduced to new board student 
representative Olivia Sylvester; 

e Heard Kudlak announce that the 
Belleville City Council approved BHS 
graduate banners to be hung from its light 
poles downtown, 160 at a time, for May, 
June, and July. He also said the CDC reduced 
social distancing in the schools to three feet, 
but Wayne County still requires six feet, so 
that’s where the schools will stay; and 

e Went into closed-door session, “To 
consider material exempt from discussion 
or disclosure by state or federal statute” 
and went back into regular session only to 
adjourn. 
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Mayor Conley answers questions 
on marijuana industry in the city 


“How is the marijuana district going to 
affect us?” asked Jennifer Winter at the regular 
Feb. 17 meeting of the Belleville Downtown 
Development Authority via Zoom. “I’m a little 
skeptical and a lot worried.” 

“You’re not alone,” said Mayor Kerreen 
Conley. She said the city at first thought there 
would be construction, but the businesses are 
occupying existing buildings. A positive impact 
to the DDA would have been improving the 
buildings, she said. 

Mayor Conley said there will be additional 
people in the community that they wouldn’t 
otherwise have and there will be an impact. 
The police are studying how to monitor the 
businesses. 

“Tt’s a new industry for us,” Conley said. 

She said those coming in know what they 
are doing and it’s a wait-and-see proposition. 
She said the city will somewhat partner with 
the businesses. She said they know how many 
licenses are authorized and a portion of the 
income will be for taxes. 

Conley said the city is 2.2 square miles in 
size and it approved 22 licenses, eight in a 
single location. There are seven differen types 
of licenses and there might be several licenses 
in one building. 
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DDA member Winter said grow operations are 
very smelly. She said there had been a problem 
on Harris Road where people were “majorly 
growing.” She said she was worried. 

Conley said the people who came in are well- 
organzied and knew what they were doing. The 
voters approved it and the city did what it was 
required to do. 

Winter said if they had a city manager who 
was part of this community, who cared about it, 
it might have been different. 

Conley said the petitioners came in with a 
petition, enough to put on the ballot plus an 
ordinance written by the petitioner. The voters 
voted to have those facilities and an ordinance 
amendment. 

“We could have promoted it differently,” 
Winter said. 

“Tt was submitted on the very last day and the 
only thing we got to regulate is where?” Conley 
said, adding the city located them to avoid a 
negative impact to the community. 

“T think we did what we could,” Conley said.

Yankee Air Museum announced on March 
21 that it is christening its B-25 Bomber 
“Rosie’s Reply” in its continuing mission 
to inspire America through honoring 
the accomplishments of the women 
collectively known as Rosie the Riveter. 
The World War Two B-25, formerly 
known as Yankee Warrior, was repainted 
in December courtesy of Kalitta Air to the 
exact color specifications it wore flying 
eight combat missions from Corsica in 
1944. 

“After the attack on Pearl Harbor, 
American men leftindustry in huge numbers 
to enter the military, creating a severe labor 
shortage,” said Museum President Kevin 
Walsh.

Without 
them, there would not have been an Arsenal 
of Democracy.”

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Belleville DDA postpones donation for Belleville Lake Fest

The Belleville Downtown Development 
Authority decided to put a request from 
Belleville Lake Fest for a $2,000 donation 
on the agenda of the DDA’s next meeting on 
April 21. 

At the DDA’s March 17 meeting via Zoom, 
DDA chairperson Alicia McGovern said the 
Strawberry Festival no longer exists and 
Lake Fest will have a promotion coming out 
listing sponsors and would really like to have 
the DDA on it. 

The DDA’s deadline for applications for 
community events funding is March 25 and 
McGover suggested changing the deadline 
date on the application and instead consider 
the budget associated with the event. 

“Without a deadline we would have 
applications throught the year,” said DDA 
Coordinator Carol Thompson. “This deadline 
fits our budget.” She said the DDA provides 
matching funds for groups that encourage 
them to go out for more sponsors. 

She suggested keeping a deadline date, 
but being able to fund extra new events 
throughout the year. 

Councilman Ken Voigt said Thompson is

right and the DDA provides seed money for 
events. 

“The problem is the date, arbitrarily the end 
of March,” Councilman Voigt said, noting 
Lake Fest won’t be accepting money until 
the beginning of June so they don’t have to 
write a lot of refund checks like they did for 
Winter Fest when it was canceled. 

“Music Lakeside wouldn’t exist without 
the DDA giving the seed money,” Voigt said. 
“Set the date as Jan. 1, earlier than March, 
with a decision by the end of January. I 
wouldn’t want anything to be changed but 
the date.” 

DDA Treasurer Sabrina Richardson- 
Williams said Lake Fest would like the DDA 
to fund money for late June and the city 
hasn’t had any events this year. She said the 
finance committee has set up so much money 
for special events, but how much do they 
want? She said they have to give the DDA 
budget to the city. Lake Fest has to apply, she 
said. 

Chairperson McGovern said Lake Fest had 
applied four weeks ago and the application is 
not in the board packet of information. 

“T got it a month ago,” agreed Thomspon, 
who puts the packets together. “They are not 
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collecting money until June.” 

“The marketing material will be out before 
that,” Voigt said, referring to the Lake Fest. 

Thompson said she knows Lake Fest wants 
to have names on its marketing materials, 
and, “It would always make sense to thank 
the DDA and the City of Belleville” on 
materials. 

“To add our logo to the marketing materials, 
they would have to have an agreement we 
would give them money,’ McGovern said. 
“We have to let them know we will provide 
seed money ... All ships rise together ... We 
will pay and fund you June 1. You have our 
approval.” 

“I don’t have a problem with that since 
there is no Strawberry Festival,” Williams 
said. 

“No approval until after March?” Voigt 
said. “It’s not the check so much ... This 
hasn’t been a problem for Music Lakeside 
... It would be nice if organizations that do 
apply have a decision by the end of March ... 
Now they don’t know until June 1 and that’s 
a problem.” 

McGovern said they are going to see a 
perk-up in the city activities and will be able 
to do more things. 

Voigt suggested having a rolling approval 
for first-time events. He recalled Jane Vesche 
came to the DDA for help a couple of months 
before the first Winter Fest event. 

“How would you approve one event over 
another?” McGovern asked. 

Mayor Kerreen Conley suggested having 
two times to apply, one for summer and one 
for the fall, for new events. 

Board members agreed that was a good 
idea. A motion was made to approve two 
deadline times and after more discussion, the 
motion was withdrawn. 

“T would like some time to work this out,” 
Williams said. “This is new for us. It is not a 
problem to cut Lake Fest a check... I want to 
see the application first.” 

Secretary Denise Baker said they need to 
follow the policy. 

McGovern said the financial committee

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will get together and look at appropriate 
dates and look at the application. 

The dates proposed would be on the next 
agenda with approval in April. The DDA’s 
fiscal year is July through June. January 
and July were suggested as new application 
deadline dates. 

In other business at the 47-minute March 
17 Zoom meeting, the DDA: 

¢ Took no action on becoming a part of 
the Destination Downriver Campaign that 
was presented by a group at the DDA’s 
last meeting. Williams said she thinks the 
project is more for a chamber of commerce, 
especially with its leadership training. “The 
part that bothers me is they need money and 
I don’t think we qualify for Downriver,” 
McGovern said, adding the $15,000 they want 
would be better spent if the DDA allocated in 
this community themselves. Vice chairman 
Jason Mida said he grew up in Belleville and, 
“We’ve never been considered Downriver.” 
Valerie Kelley-Bonner said Belleville is not 
“Downriver” according to state guidelines in 
her professional area. Mayor Conley said the 
only “downriver” connected to Belleville is 
that its sewers go to the downriver system. 
“We are foregoing this,’ McGovern said and 
Thompson said, “T11 let them know”; 

e Heard Police Chief/Interim City Manager 
Dave Robinson say he had been informed 
that March 17 showed the largest number 
of COVID-19 confirmed cases this year in 
Wayne County. No cases were confirmed in 
Belleville that day; 

e Heard Thompson report she has gone 
back and forth with Fantasee Lighting on 
proposed café lighting for the Fourth Street 
Square, as proposed by Voigt. She said there 
is a considerable amount of overhead power 
and lighting, plus trees and poles already in 
place at the square. She said there are other 
ways to add lights without another structure. 
McGovern said she is not opposed to looking 
at alternatives and described some lighting 
she saw at an outdoor wedding, which will 
be investigated. She said the lighting could 
help the DORA district and she would like 
the DDA to approve something to move 
forward with; and 

e Heard McGovern say: “I appreciate 
everyone’s consideration ... We’ve seen a 
lot of change over the last year ... We need 
to have these conversations ... We want to 
move forward.”

AN ORDINANCE TO AMEND THE CODE OF 
ORDINANCES, CHARTER TOWNSHIP OF VAN 
BUREN, MICHIGAN, BY ADDING ANEW SECTION 
TO CHAPTER 42 — ENVIRONMENT, ARTICLE II 
— NUISANCES, WHICH SHALL BE DESIGNATED 
AS DIVISION 6 — LITTER, OF SAID CODE. 


THE CHARTER TOWNSHIP OF VAN BUREN ORDAINS: 


SECTION 1. That the Code of Ordinances, Charter Township of 
Van Buren, Michigan is hereby amended by adding a section, to be 
numbered Division 6 — Litter, to Chapter 42 — Environment, Article 
Il — Nuisances, which new section reads as follows: 


Sec. 42-151. - Definitions. 
As used in this section: 


Litter means all rubbish, refuse, waste material, 
garbage, offal, paper, glass, cans, bottles, trash, debris, 
or other foreign substances. 


Public or private property or water includes, but is not 
limited to, any of the following: 


(1) The right-of-way of a road or highway, a body of 
water or watercourse, or the shore or beach of 
the body of water or watercourse, including the 
ice above the water. 

(2) Apark, playground, building, refuge, or 
conservation or recreation area. 

(3) Residential, industrial and commercial properties, 
farm properties or timberlands, and properties 
owned by a government body. 


Vehicle means every motor vehicle registered under 
the Michigan Vehicle Code, Act No. 300 of the Public 
Acts of 1949, MCL 257.1 to 257.923, as amended. 


Vessel means a vessel registered under the Marine 
Safety Act, Act No. 303 of the Public Acts of 1967, 
MCL 281.1001 to 281.1199, as amended. 


Sec. 42-87. - Littering on property or water prohibited; 
removal of injurious substances dropped on highway as 
result of accident. 


(a) Aperson shall not knowingly, without the consent of the 
public authority having supervision of public property or 
the owner of private property, dump, deposit, place, throw, 
or leave, or cause or permit the dumping, depositing, 
placing, throwing, or leaving of, litter on public or private 
property or water other than property designated and set 
aside for such purposes. 


(b) Aperson who removes a vehicle that is wrecked or 
damaged in an accident on a highway, road, or street shall 
remove all glass and other injurious substances dropped 
on the highway, road, or street as a result of the accident. 


(1) Except as provided in subsection (3) involving litter

from a leased vehicle or leased vessel, in a proceeding 
for a violation of this part involving litter from a motor 
vehicle or vessel, proof that the particular vehicle or 
vessel described in the citation, complaint, or warrant 
was used in the violation, together with proof that the 
defendant named in the citation, complaint, or warrant 
was the registered owner of the vehicle or vessel at the 
time of the violation, gives rise to a rebuttable 
presumption that the registered owner of the vehicle or 
vessel was the driver of the vehicle or vessel at the time 
of the violation. 


There is a rebuttable presumption that the driver of 

a vehicle or vessel is responsible for litter that is thrown, 
dumped, deposited, placed, or left from the vehicle or 
vessel on public or private property or water. 


In a proceeding for a violation of this part involving litter 
from a leased motor vehicle or leased vessel, proof 

that the particular vehicle or vessel described in the 
citation, complaint, or warrant was used in the violation, 
together with proof that the defendant named in the 
citation, complaint, or warrant was the lessee of the 
vehicle or vessel at the time of the violation, gives rise 

to a rebuttable presumption that the lessee of the vehicle 
or vessel was the driver of the vehicle or vessel at the 
time of the violation. 


In a proceeding for a violation of this part involving litter 
consisting of an abandoned vehicle, proof that the 
particular vehicle described in the citation, complaint, 

or warrant was abandoned, and that the defendant 
named in the citation, complaint, or warrant was the titled 
owner or lessee of the vehicle at the time it was 
abandoned, gives rise to a rebuttable presumption that 
the defendant abandoned the vehicle. 


Sec. 42-153. - Violations as municipal civil infractions; civil 
fines; default remedies; exception. 


(a) Aperson who violates this part where the amount of the

litter is less than one cubic foot in volume is responsible 
for a municipal civil infraction and is subject to a civil fine 
of not more than $800.00. 


A person who violates this part where the amount of the 
litter is one cubic foot or more but less than three cubic 
feet in volume is responsible for a municipal civil 
infraction and is subject to a civil fine of not more than 
$1,500.00. 


A person who violates this part where the amount of the 
litter is three cubic feet or more in volume is responsible 
for a municipal civil infraction and is subject to a civil fine 
of not more than $2,500.00. A person found to have 
violated this subsection in a subsequent proceeding is 
subject to a civil fine of not more than $5,000.00. 


A default in the payment of a civil fine or costs ordered 
under this part or an installment of the fine or costs may

is take three to five as a donation and have 
him sign a paper saying he has no more 
rights. Then I would pick up and take them 
to the library.” 

Montour said Puchalsky is 72 years old 
and lives in Haggerty Sub. 

“He would be open to commissions, I 
think,” Montour said. 

Montour also reported that most of the 
Art Committee members agreed to serve 
for another year, with the exception of 
Doug Peters, who stepped down. She 
said Barbara Miller replaced herself with 
Cheryl Wagner to represent the Belleville 
Area Council for the Arts. 

She said the Art Committee also 
recommends the walker hanging. Suchy 
said the building committee is OK with it. 

In other business at the one-hour-and-17- 
minute meeting the board: 

e Voted to approve the Marketing 
Committee’s recommendation of a new 
library logo designed by Michele Montour. 
The logo incorporates the spiral that is in 


the library’s circular stair and floor. The 
spiral represents a sense of the movement, 
activity, and learning (spiraling up) that 
take place inside the library, said Suchy. 
Montour said there are four squares 
embedded in the building and a square is 
put into the logo. Optima font is used with 
colors of blues, purples, red-purple, and 
blue-purple. Suchy said the library will be 
using this logo in all its marketing, getting 
ready for its big event — the grand opening; 

e Heard a building report from Cichewicz 
that said the poles have finally been 
removed from the parking lot, O’Neal 
is working on outstanding little projects 
such as adjusting the stack lighting and 
they are finishing up the donor project. 
Matt Ratzow is trying to obtain the final 
certificate of occupancy from the city and 
the refund of funds. The Bees in the D has 
decided to put the hives on the south side of 
the equipment screen and they will have to 
install some more walking trails since the 
humidification systems requires two units 
on the roof. That bipolar ionization HVAC 
system has three or four different parts and 
is estimated to cost $125,000 totally; 


e Heard Suchy report that the library 
applied for a grant to get the Belleville- 
Area Independent digitized from its first 
issue in 1995 through 2020 so it can be 
viewed from anywhere in the world. It is 
a contest through the Clarke Historical 
Library at Central Michigan University. 
There is voting by Twitter and Michigan 
picture postcards during the week of 
March 22-28 and the week before that the 
library will distribute picture postcards. 
Postcard votes count at five votes each and 
Twitter counts as one. Multiple votes are 
discretionary. She said more information 
will be coming on the library website; 

e Heard Suchy report on the lengthy and 
exhaustive process to find a replacement for 
Michelle. Her job duties have been divided 
up and rather than hire a department head 
for her position, they have chosen to hire a 
circulation supervisor and that is Lindsay 
Lore. Lindsay started volunteering at 
the library in the sixth grade and her 
bachelor’s degree is from the University 
of Michigan in Organizational Studies and 
Communications; and 

e Heard Suchy report the employee who 
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tested positive for COVID has recovered 
and is back on the job. Those on the staff 
who shared desk shifts with this employee 
all tested negative. “Masks and social 
distancing do work!” Suchy said.

be remedied by any means authorized under the revised 
Judicature Act of 1961, 1961 PA 236, MCL 600.1071 to 
600.9947, as amended. 


Sec. 42-154. - Additional penalties or sanctions; community 
service; Injunction. 


(a) In addition to any other penalty or sanction provided in 
this part for a civil action brought under this part, the 
court may require the defendant to pay the cost of 
removing all litter which is the subject of the violation and 
the cost of damages to any land, water, wildlife, 
vegetation, or other natural resource or to any facility 
damages by the violation of this part. Money collected 
under this subsection shall be distributed to the 


governmental entity bringing this enforcement action. 


In addition to any other penalty or sanction provided for 
in this part, the court shall impose, under the supervision 
of the court, community service in the form of litter 
gathering labor, including, but not limited to, litter 
connected with the particular violation. 


(c) In addition to anu other penalty or sanction provided 

for in this part, the Township may bring an action for 

an injunction, public nuisance or other process against 

a person to restrain, prevent or abate any violation of this 
part. Actual costs, including, but not limited to attorney 
fees, costs and expenses incurred by the Township to 
enforce any injunctive order or abate any violation of this 
part shall be assessed against a person determined to 


be in violation of the provisions of this part. 


SECTION 2. SEVERABILITY. If any Section, subsection, clause, 
phrase or portion of this Ordinance is for any reason held invalid or 
unconstitutional by any court of competent jurisdiction, such portion 
shall be deemed a separate, distinct and independent portion of 


this ordinance, and such holding shall not affect the validity of the 
remaining portions of this Ordinance. 


SECTION 3. SAVINGS. All proceedings pending and all rights and 
liabilities existing, acquired or incurred at the time this Ordinance 
takes effect are saved and may be consummated according to the 
law in force when they are commenced. 


SECTION 4. REPEALER. All ordinances or parts of ordinances in 
conflict herewith are hereby repealed only to the extent necessary 
to give this Ordinance full force and effect. 


SECTION 5. EFFECTIVE DATE. This Ordinance shall be effective 
upon the passage by the Van Buren Township Board of Trustees 
and the publication of the Ordinance in accordance with the Charter 
of Van Buren Township and the statutes of the State of Michigan.

Chad Newton, who has been Chief 
Executive Officer of Wayne County Airport 
Authority for three years, was among those 
giving a report on Willow Run Airport to 
the Van Buren Township Board of Trustees 
at its Zoom meeting on Feb. 16. 

Newton is a longtime resident of 
Van Buren Township and a graduate of 
Belleville High School. VBT Treasurer 
Sharry Budd said he went to school with 
her sons and she has known him since he 
was a young man. 

Hold said he was there to share what’s 
going on with Willow Run Airport. He said 
the airport is very old with old infrastructure 
and there’s a need for upgrading. 

He said Sharry Budd is a longtime friend 
of his family and his heart is with VBT and 
BHS. 

Bryant Holt, chief development official 
at Willow Run Airport, explained the 
modernization plan and said the FAA and 
MDOT have committed $57 million for the 
project with $30 million for infrastructure. 
He said VBT is aware of this because they 
are a part of it. 

Holt said the changes will reduce 
operating costs by 2.5%. 

He said the west side is taken over by 
the American Center for Mobility. It was 
decided the east side will be built up for 
the aeronautical industry. There is a new 
runway coming 2021. 

Marques Thomey, director business 
development and real estate, said he has 
been at the airport since 1999 and this is 
the most development he’s seen. 

He told of six developments: 

e AV Fuel and AV Flight, two hangars 
and possibly more; 

e Odyssey expansion to existing hangar 
and possibly more; 

e Great Lakes Water Authority pump 
station; 

e Yankee Air Museum / Foush Aeronautics 
Center development; 

e Coletta Air, three flight simulators for 
the heavy, wide-bodied aircraft; and 

e Department of Homeland Security 
office inside an existing Odyssey hangar. 

Holt said 2021 will be a banner year for 
growth an they plan to really promote the 
airport. He said they will landscape the east 
side of the airport headquarters. 

He said they plan ot bring in aircraft and 
then go to the FAA to seek funds for a new 
runway. 

Trustee Reggie Miller asked how all this 
will affect the VBT traffic flow, asking if 
a traffic study was done. She said they are 
planning a recreation center and need to 
know about the traffic. 

Holt said they are creating a new 
connector to I-94, driving the traffic away 
from VBT. 

Trustee Miller also asked about noise and 
Holt said they are doing a Part 150 study 


for noise and the heavy-body planes would 
constitute noise content. 

Supervisor Kevin McNamara said a 
roundabout is planned for Tyler Road at 
Beck Road at the entrance to the airport. 

Holt said they will be seeking state 
funding and this is the first phase and 
they are looking for $8.5 million grant for 
landscaping. Street lighting is possible, he 
said. 

Supervisor McNamara asked about the 
T-hangars for the teenagers to use. He 
said Ann Arbor called for space here for 
T-hangars. 

Thomey said they are planning for 
hangars for 80 aircraft and looking at 162 
more, for small, passenger aircraft. 

Holt said they plan to have rental cars 
at the airport so people can come to the 
township’s restaurants from the smaller 
aircraft. 

“That’s where the money is,” Holt said. 

“I’ve been watching the airport for 
30 years and have never seen so much 
development,” Supervisor McNamara 
said. “I live in a flight path area and the old 
loud ones get me.” 

“We’re going to bring in the big, new 
ones that are quieter,” Holt said. 

In other business at the Feb. 16 meeting, 
the board: 

e Went into a one-hour, closed-door 
session to discuss information from the 
attorney, with Trustee Donald Boynton 
recusing himself from the session because 
he is a property owner who might have a 
conflict of interest; 

° Approved the  supervisor’s 
reappointment of Harlan Davenport to the 
Construction Code Appeals Board with a 
term to expire Feb. 28, 2023; 

e Approved the supervisor’s reappointment 
of Michael McGovern to the Construction 
Code Appeals Board with a term to expire 
Feb. 28, 2024; 

e Approved the reappointment of Craig 
Atchinson, Chris Brown, and Dawn 
Chappell to the Downtown Development 
Authority with terms to expire March 9, 
2025; 

e Approved the 2021 Poverty Exemptions; 

e Heard the announcement of the launch 
of the new VBT website, which was set for 
the next day, Feb. 17. It was described as 
“user-friendly and clean.” Alysha Albrecht 
and Ryan Nichols worked on the project 
and it was called “Alysha’s other baby” 
with the real baby due to be delivered Feb. 
19. To demonstrate the website, Albrecht 
changed the text to French and then had 
trouble getting it back ot English. They 
would work on that; and 

e Approved the design of the proposed park 
signage designs. Now sign specifications 
will be developed and put out to bid in 
order to determine cost, budgets, and 
a multi-year phasing plan for the signs 
moving forward.
